The Florida state board of health 


•educational exhibit train arrived in 
New Smyrna Sunday and was open 
to the public Sunday afternoon, am 
all day Monday. 
During that time 


the exhibit train was visited by bun 
dreds of people and the pupils of 
the public school were given an op- 
portunity to learn much from the 


^ exhibits by being 
dismissed from 


school early Monday afternoon. The 
•"train" is made up of three Pullman 
cars and the exhibits are so arrang- 
ed that all persons may easily un- 
derstand the fundamental principles 
of health preservation and disease 
prevention. 


With 
the 
establishing 
of this 


"health train" the state of Florida 
has taken a step in advance of other 
states in 
bringing 
directly to the 


people methods of disease preven- 
tion and teaching them how easy it 
Is to preserve the health of any com- 
munity. 


Car number one, the living car for 


the accommodation of the representa- 
tives of the state board, contains tlie 
office in tlie observation end, four 
staterooms, bath and toilets, dining 
room and kitchen. Like the other 
cars of the train, it is heated with 
electricity generated by a dynamo 
In car number two, and like the oth- 
ers it Is carefully screened and vent- 
ilated. 


Car number two contains in one 


end the dynamo, driven by a gaso- 
line engine, and the sleeping quar- 


«,ters for the special train crew. The 


larger part of the car is devoted to 
the Installation of various models, as 
that illustrating the Imhoff tank sew- 
age disposal system, another show- 
ing how water in driven or open 
wells Is contaminated by drainage 
from stable, outhouse and polluted 
surface water. 
A miniature model 


shows a dipping vat tor ridding cat- 
tle of the tick. 
A model dairy is 


illustrated in the same manner; the 
proper feeding and clothing of babies 
and the open-air treatment of tuber- 
culosis and 
many other practcial 


questions of sanitation and disease 
prevention are similarly illustrated. 


This car is also fitted with a stere- 


•omotograph with a capacity of 104 
lantern slides, and this is lighted 
and operated automatically by elec- 
tricity generated in the car itself

through most of its length by a par- 
tition, on which are displayed 
M 


panels. These carry In graphically 
worded sentences warnings and ad- 
vice on sanitary suljects and dis- 
«ase prevention. Numerous electric- 
ally operated 
models and a large 


steremotograph, similar to that 
In 


•car number two, are also arranged 
to splendid advantage in this part of 
the train. 


In this car will be Installed an ex- 


pensive and elaborate contribution 
1rom the Florida Dental 
society, 


which will show various diseases of 
the teeth, and the proper attention 
that should be given to them. 
In 


this car is gathered much ot the 
equipment that has-special signifi- 
cance in sanitation. 


A complete Inventory of the educa- 


tional equipment of these cars is un- 
necessary. 
The train with all Its 


Invaluable contents Is to be brought 
within the reach of every person In 
Florida who can go to the nearest 
railroad station, and it will be taken 
•wherever rails are 
laid on which 


) it may run. 
It is to be permanent,

'FLOW IS REACHED. 


The work of drilling the big city 


well is progressing very satisfactor 
ily at the present time, although 
but little progress has been made 
in depth during the last couple of 
weeks. 
At the present time 
the 


drilling is being done in the hardest 
rock that has been encountered since 
the well was started and this fact 
accounts, for the slow progress in 
making depth. 


It has been contended that if a 


strata cf real hard rock could be en- 
countered at the depth to which the 
well has now been sunk, a little less 
than 1,200 feet, the indications would 
be 
most 
favorable 
for a flow of 


good water below this strata, and in 
spite of the slow dulling the mem- 
bers of the city council and others 
who have 
leen 
watching the pro 


grees of the well are hopeful that 
water of 
a 
better quality will be 


reached as soon as the present hard 
rock has been pierced.

With the organization of the Rio 


Vista Hotel company, which organi- 
zation was perfected at a meeting 
of 
the stockholders held Wudnpi- 


day afternoon, New Smyrr.i is prac- 
tically assured ot a new, up to dutu 
hotel, which will be erected during 
the summer and which will be ready 
for the opening ot the next winter 
tourist season. 


The announcement that this city 


is to have a new, first class hotel 
will be welcome news to the resi- 
dents of New Smyrna, as well as 
many visitors who have been un- 
able to obtain accommodations here 
during the height of the winter sea- 
son. 


The hotel company has been form- 


ed by local people and all of the 
stock so far subscribed has been 
taken by people who are interested 
in the growth and development of 
New Smyrna and who are backing 
the hotel with the idea that it is es- 
sential to the real welfare of the 
city. • 


The hotel company is capitalized 


at $50,000 and all of the stock has 
not yet been taken, but a sufficient 
amount has been subscribed to war- 
rant the belief that enough more 
can be disposed of to local people 
who are vitally interested In the 
future of New Smyrna to make the 
hotel an assured fact. 
The 'com- 


pany will be incorporated under the 
laws of the state ot Florida and an 
application for a charter will be 
made at once.

to stamp the small individual baskets 
with tlie expression, "four quarts/' 
It has been unnecessary up to the 
present season, to make any notation 
whatever upon the carrier. 
The de- 


partment now 
rules that each ear- 


rlt'r, cr crale, shall Le marked in 
Midi way as to show the number of 
small containers within the earlier, 
together with the 
quantity 
of the 


cements of each of the small con- 
tame! s. 
The 
following 
paraRiaph 


contains the essential part of the re- 
cent ruling. 


"The 
department is of tlie opinion 


th.it berries, peaches or tomatoes in 
small cpen containers 
which are 


packed in crates and arranged with- 
in the crates in layers or tiers, con- 
stitute food in package form within 
the meaning of --the 
net weight 


amendment, and that consequently 
the law requires that the crates shall 
be marked with a statement of the 
quantity of the contents. 
Each such 


statement should include the number 
ot small containers and the quantity 
of the contents of each." 


It Is to be noted that this ruling 


applies only to the berry crate and 
the peach carrier. 


A stencil that 
will reach 
the 


requirements of the department, as 
far as tomatoes in the common Flor- 
ida carrier, would read, "This car- 
rier contains six four-quart baskets."

CITRUS EXCHANGE 
IN FLORIDA 


MAY FOLLOW THE CALIFORNIA 


IDEA IN FURNISHING SUPPLIES 


TO MEMBERS. 


Plans are under serious discussion 


by the directors of the Florida Citrus; 
exchange for the establishment of *- 
Growers' Supply company, similar to 
the one operated by the California, 
exchange, says the Tampa Tribune. 
The purpose of such a company is to 
purchase supplies, such as nails, bar- 
rels, boxes, wraps, fertilizers, pack- 
Ing machinery and seed, and to sup- 
ply these to the growers at reason- 
able prices. 
Dr. J. H. Ross, pres- 


ident of the Florida Citrus exchange, 
and L. D. Jones, general manager, 
will leave in a few weeks for Cali- 
fornia, where they will look into the 
methods adopted by the supply com- 
pany in that state. 


Figures compiled from a report ot 


the California Growers' Supply com- 
pany show that last year it supplied 
its members with 12,000,000 boxes. 
16,500 kegs of nails. $236,675 worth 
o£ fertilizers, $1,500,000 worth of cy- 
anide of sodium and 420,000 pounds 
of cover crop seed. 


No rcportb ot damage to the Flor- 


ida citrus, crop ha\e reached the ex- 
hange, although tender vegetables 
are known to have been effected to 
some extent by the recent cold wave. 
Manager Jones reports that tender 
citrus t.hoots which were in the act 
of 
making new growth probably 


liad been scorched, but that all other 
twigs and branches are safe. There 
was not a sufficient bloom on the 
trees to constitute a serious loss. 
There was no damage to fruit.
